Aside from. indicating that many of the men stood solidly 
behind Harry Bridges in his fight against a jail term, the “inquiring 
reporter’ survey showed that many others didn’t have all the facts 
in the case. | , 

The facts are that the government and the shipowners are 
trying to destroy the conditions of the longshoremen on the West 
Coast. Onoe they do that, they can destroy the conditions on the 
East Coast as well. 

On the West Coast, the men have the rotary hiring hall. The 
books.are closed afd the gangs are hired in rotation. Everyone 
gets work. The average West Coast longshoreman made $3,500 
in 1949. On the East Coast, the average was less than $2,500. 

On the West Coast there is no speedup. A limit on the sling 
load for each type of cargo is written into contract. This limit 
is enforced by a shop steward, democratically elected by the men 
on pier. é 
-  Qn-the West Coast there is de in the union. - Only 
longshoremen vote on the longshore contract. On the East Coast, 
most locals don't meet. When the time comes to vote on the con- 
tract, checkers, carpenters, caulkers, rope workers—who are not 
Jongshoremen—vote on the pay conditions of longshoremen. 

On fhe West Coast there are no short gangs, no selling books 
and buttons under the hat, no kickback and no men outside the 
industry taking work away from longshoremen.

THE STATE of the Textile Workers Union 
is anything but such as may give president Emil 
Rieve grounds for the satisfaction he expressed 
in his opening speech before the union’s conven- 
tion here. Most delegates to a corivention take 
little trouble, until they get home, to read, much 
less to analyzé, the bulky printed material that 
is thrown at them.. In the meantime they legis- 
late another lease Of control over the union to 
the incumbent officers. i Saar 

The printed report of the 
executive council contains 
much that amounts to an 
admission of bankruptcy by 
the union’s-top leaders. To 
cite a few samples: 

The financial report on per 
capita dues income shows an 
average. of 301,000 members 


for the year that ended with 


Feb. 28, This is a drop of 

30,000 compared to the year 

before, judgin ng by the drop in money income. 
Actually the drop was greater because durin 

the previous year some sections of the union ha 

not yet complied with the raise in per capita 
to $1 a month so that their payments represented 
more, members at 75 cents per capita. 


Moreover, the actual membership today is 
BELQW 301,000, because that average was for 
a period of almost steady decline. That means 
the union’s membership is lower than it has ever 
been since its formation 11 years ago, and points 
up the incapacity of its leaders to really tackle 
the problem of unionizing the 2 rest of 1,350,000 


workers.

THE ABOVE is confirmed in the section of 
the report on NLRB elections or recognitions by 
new employers.

This is evidence of stagnation in organizing. Ac- 
tually it is worse because, as Rieve himself re- 
ports, heavy losses due to liquidation of plants 
and ceo tics much -of it permanently due 
to technological changes and speedup, eats into 
the union’s strength. 

On wages, the union’s own chart in the report 
shows hourly earnings virtually at a standstill in 
‘this two-year period which included many months 
of skyrocketing prices. Average textile earn- 
ings are at $1.16 an hour, an increase of six 
cents over two years ago. But in the basic cotton 
_divis ion the rise in the north was to $1.19 from 
$1. 16 t two years ago, and in the South to $1 098 
from $1.022. Strange that the South, virtually. 
without unions, should show a more marked in- 
crease than the organized north. It doesn’t speak 
highly for the union’s wage policy.
